WHEREAS, the Family Support Services Advisory Council exists 
to advise the Developmental Disabilities Division regarding the 
State of Montana's intent to plan, develop and implement a 
statewide, comprehensive, multi-disciplinary, coordinated program 
of early intervention and family support services for children aged 
birth to 36 months and their families.
